lower reaches of the Desna. 


The fall of Chernigov laid open 
the Red army way to the Dnieper 
river, only 30 miles to the west, 
and drove a wedge through the 
main line of German defences be- 
tween Gomel and Kiey, 


CHERNIGOV TAKEN 

Gen. Konstantin Pokossovsky's 
army of the central front forced the 
Desna before Chernigov and “with 
a skilful outflanking manoeuvre 
after three days of fighting” took 
the city by storm today, Stalin's 
order said.
